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PREFACE. 



Tmi8 Selection of Psalms and Hymns is 
intended for parochial use in the Church of 
St. Margaret^ Westminster. The practice 
ef singing only two verses of the Psalms 
between the Prayers and the Commxuiion 
service^ has been for some time established 
in this Church ; and as the chanting intro- 
duced into the Service adds in some degree 
to its lengthy it has not been thought expe- 
dient to alter this arrangement. Some of 
the Hymns^ it has been found impracticable^ 
without destroying their unity and character^ 
to curtail or to compress ; they have there- 
fore been left in their original form. In one 
or two instances they have been retained, as 
belonging to Mr. Salens volume of music,* 
rather than from the expectation that they 
can be frequently introduced with advantage 
ktto the Service of the Church.

MR. SALE'S SYSTEM OF CHANTING. 



A Chant is either a single or double Chant ; 
the latter, as its Bame inipKes^ consistiDg of two 
single Chants. 

Erery smgle Chant is divided into two parts, 
or sections, the first containing /o«r beats or 
Notes, and the second sup ; which will, perhaps, 
be more clearly understood by referring to the 
Chants printed in Mr. Sale's Book of Pftalmody. 

Bnt, with the view that the congregation nay 
have one uniform system of di^ding the verses, 
mid the sections of the Chant at the same time, 
(a thing not sufficiently observed even in oar 
Cathedrals,) the following Rule should be ob- 
served :— 

All the words in the first part of the verse 
BMSt be song to the first Note of the Chant, 
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SYSTEM OF CHANTING. 

with the exception of the last three words^ if 
they are monosyllables, ps the last three accented 
syllables, if that portion of the verse ends with a 
word, or words, of more than one syllable, such 
three final words or syllables having one beat or 
Note each, whereby this section of the Chant is 
eompleted. 

In the second section of the Chant, the whole 
of the second part Qf the verse, with the excep- 
tion of the last five words or accented syllables, 
as the case may be, is to be sung to the first not6 
of the Chant, the remaining five having one note 
each, thereby making up the full number, six, of 
which such second section of the Chant consists. 

For instance, in the " Gloria Patri/' the words
